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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In accordance with the law the School Board respectfully submits 
this, their annual report, and in so doing believe they have, so far as 
was possible, expended the funds at their command to meet the re- 
quirements of the situation. 


It is a lamentable fact that we have been obliged to appoint a tru- 
ant officer, who in the performance of his duty has had to compel 
some of the children of Greenfield to attend school the time required 
by law. 


We are again compelled to call the attention of parents to the fact 
that, unless the teachers and school board have their hearty support, 
we are unable to give your children the amount of benefit for the 
money expended that we otherwise could do had we this hearty co- 
operation in the homes. 


The averages for attendance are low on account of fear of an epi- 
demic of scarlet fever, which caused many children to be kept from 
school during the fall term. 


The village school was closed earlier than was expected on account 
of the heavy storms and severe winter weather. 


We are about to begin another school year, and it is earnestly hoped 
by the members of this Board that we shall have no occasion at the end 
of the year to appeal to you to have more interest in the education of 
your children, for in giving them an education you give them what 
money will not buy and what must be acquired now or not at all.
